OPEC's Two-Tiered Price System 
Puts World Oil Business in Chaos

NEW YORE, Dec. 19 (NYT).— 
The international oil business has 
been thrown inte chaos by the 
announcement by the Organize- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries of a two-tiered pric- 
ing system that is expected to 
cost the world an additional $10 
billion annually for crude oil. 

Economists and industry offi- 
clals predicted that the lower 
price for oil by Saudi Arebia and 
the United Arab Emirates would 
create an enormous demand for 
their petroleum and sharply re- 
duce purchases of oll produced by 
the 11 other OPEC members.

Book Says U.S. Slaves Kept Family Unit

WILLIAMSBURG. Va., Dec. 19 
(WP).—Two moaihs after its 
publication, “The Black Family 
in Slavery and Freedom, 1750- 
1925,” by Herbert Gutman, is be- 
ing hailed as the book thet will 
force a rethinking of the slave 


experience and its meaning to. 


contemporary Afro-American 
families. 


The book's thesis is that two- 
parent families were the rvie in 
slave society and that a stable 
family patiern continued among 
freedmen after Emancipation. 


Nine years in the making, the 
book is an example of the histo- 
rian as painstaking detective, 
sifting clues, exploring uncharted 
territory and drawing fresh con- 
clusions from old evidence. 


John Pranklin, professor of 
history at the University of Chi- 
cago and an authority on black 


man has successfully challenged 
the traditional view that slavery 
virtually destroyed the Afro- 
American family.” 


writing in The New York Review 
of Books, said: “Gutman's dis- 
coveries enable him to challenge 
explicitly some of the central 
assumptions of previous scholar- 
ship on Afro-American slavery.” 
Moynihan Theory 

The book confronts head on 
the controversial thesis of Sen.- 
elect, Daniel Moynihan, D-N.Y., 
that a deterioration in the black 
American family could be traced 
to slavery, Mr, Moynihan wrote 
in a 1965 study for the Labor 
Department that white America 
bad broken the will of Afro- 
Americans by destroying the black 
family, 


Mr, Moynihan's critics respond- 
ed that unemployment, poor edu- 
cation and racism were causing 
the breakup of the black family 
—not the effects of slavery a 
century after Emancipation, 

So Mr. Gutman, on leave from 
his post as professor of history 
at the City University of New 
York, finds his book in the thick 
of what some say is the demoli- 
tion of the Moynihan thesis. 

Mr. Gutman, 48, said in his 
office at William and Mary Col- 
lege, where he is 2 visiting pro- 
fessor of history, “This book tells 
very little about recent history. 
But it does make it clear that 
the explanations that were so 
common and 50 prevalent in the 
popular mind end the academic 
world were unbelievable.” 

Mr. Gutman, author of four 
other books, prepared this one 
with research in the National 
Archives, university libraries and 
out-of-the-way county offices for

A Case Study 


The search started in Buffalo, 
ΝΟ, mn 1967, when the Moynihan 
controversy was at its height and 
Mr, Gutman was teaching αὐ the 
University of Rochester. He and 
ἃ graduate student, Laurence 
Glaseo, deciding jo make 8 case 
study, examined ‘records of the 
Buffalo black community for the 
period from 1850 to 1920 and 
found that between 82 and 92 per 
cent of the Afro-American house- 
holds were headed by two parents 
then. 

Several scholars told Mr. Gut- 
man that they would like to see 
more results of such research. 

Mr, Gutman recalled: “I had 
no slave material, so I had to 
expand. I started looking 
through Freedmen’'s Bureau rec- 
ords and I found the remarriage 
records for Mississippi. These 
were wartime remarriages—slaves 
married by Unton chaplains 
during and after the war. 

“I came across the records of 
5,000 marriages. That's 10,000 
slaves. And many of these people 
were remarrying. In any case, 
they answered questions about 
their previous history—their 
mothers, fathers, even the skin 
color of thelr parents. 

“TY read all the freedmen’s 
magazines. I think it was in the 
Freedmen'’s Record, a missionary 
magazine, that I read a letter 
from a woman to her home office, 
telling about how people werc 
coming in and buying marriage 
tickets. ‘This was 1866. Couples 
Paid a quarter for what was call- 
ed a ‘Negro cohabitation certifi- 
cate.’ Marriage was considered 
too dignified a term.” 


Dulles Family Holdings 


Mr, Gutman looked over a mar- 
riage registration book for 16 
counties in North Carolina. He 
then studied the birth register 
for the Good Hope Plantation— 
owned by the ancestors of the 
late John Foster and Allen Dulles, 
near Orangeburg, 5.C.—and this 
document showed blood relation- 
ships between slaves for a period 
Of almost 100 years. 

Mr. Gutman also studied the 
history of the John C, Cohoon jr. 
plantation in Nansemond County, 
Virginiz, an estate where there 
was black family breakup and 
separation. Still, family structure 
grew and stayed alive and cul- 
tural patterns formed there, he 
said. 


That and other cases, he said, 
helped to discredit the idea that 
slave behavior and culture were 
predetermined by the kind of 
treatment the slaves received 
from whites. 

How did he reach these new 
findings? Why didn't other 
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scholars uncover them? Mr. Gui- 
man said he studied decumeats 
that had been available to other 
scholars but not used fully. 
“The right questions hadnt 
been asked.” he said, “The ques- 
tion thet has dominated Afro- 
American history is, what did 
slavery do to black people? Fram= 
Ing the question that way as= 
Sumes the disposition of the an- 
swer. It's not what slavery did 
fo black people but what did 
Afro-Americans do as slaves?" 
Slaves, Mr. Guiman wrote, 
developed thetr own cultural pat- 
terns, often independent of their 
masters. Slave parents nomed 
their children for forebears, show- 
Ing an awareness of bloodiines 
and kinships that went unnoticed 
by whites, Slaves wrote anguish- 
ed letters, or had correspondence 
written for (hem, inquiring about 
family members and kin left 
behind after being sold from the 
upper to the lower South, thus 
demonstrating ἃ family consclous- 
ness, Slave women, Mr, Gutman 
wrote, frequently bore children 
to one or more fathers before 
settling down into long marriages. 
His conclusion was that no stigma 
was attached to children born 
out of wedlock but marriage was 
marked by strong fidelity.

—A high-level private commission 
has prepared a policy blueprint 
urging that the administration 
of President-elect Jimmy Carter 
break new ground in relations 
with Latin America. 


The report by the Commission 
on U.S.-Latin American Rela- 
tions includes recommendations 
for early completion of a new 
Panama Canal treaty, a new 
diplomatic dialogue with Cuba, 8 
stronger emphasis on buman- 
rights issues, restriction of arms 
salés and 2n economic policy 
Geared principaily to the needs of 
the poor. 

The presence on the commis- 
sion of seven persons closely 
associated with Mr, Carter gives 
the report considerable weight in 
terms of the direction and prior- 
ities of the next administration's 
Latia American policy, officials 
of the Ford administration and 
supporters of Mr. Carter said. 

‘The report states: “Most issues 
in U.S.-Latin American relations 
can be resolved only in a global 
context.” 

Gichai Implications 

Members of the Carter camp 
said the commission report was 
probably the first indication of 
the way the new administration 
would address foreign policy 
problems and added that the

In return, it recommends that 
Cuba release political prisoners, 
order its 15,000 troops in Angola 
not to intervene “anywhere,” and 
respect the political sanctity of 
Puerto Rico.

“Kissinger N Namibia Proposals Run Aground 


- WASHINGTON, Des. 19 (NYT). 


the following: A Geneva con- 
ference to settle outstanding 
questions; an early date for the 
independence of Namibia; partic- 
ipation in some way by the UN 
in the conference: a “presence” 
by South Africa in Geneva as a 
contact point; acceptance that 
Namibia would be united and 
free of segregation practices;

settle political questions, and 
withdrawal of South African 
forces upon request of & new 
government. 


According to diplomatic sources, 
Presidents Julius Nyerere of 
Tanzania and Kenneth Kaunda 
of Zambia showed interest in the 
plan, but informed Mr. Kissinger 
thaf they could not speak ior 
Mr. Nujomo’s group. 

That group, according to the 
Sources, has not accepted the 
US. suggestions for getting a 
conference going.

McMURDO SOUND. Antarctica, 
Dec. 19 iN¥T).—In the Prince 
Charles Mountains, near the An- 
taretic coast facing the Indian- 
Ocean, Soviet explorers have 
found what a UB. geologist here 
described as “a mountain of iron.” 

Discoveries have been reported 
elsewhere, chiefly by Soviet re- 
connaissance parties. 

Meanwhile, an airlift from this 
base has landed a U.S. Geological 
Survey party of six af a site 
known 85 the Enchanted Valley 
to study a formation that, it ts 
suspected, may prove to be one 
of the most important ore-bear. 
ing structures in the workd 

It 15 a body of rock in the 
Pensacola Mountains and is es- 
timated to cover at least 13,000 
square miles, with 2 thickness of 
four miles. While it is partly 
covered by ice, it is extensively 
exposed in that part of the moun- 
tains known as the Dufek Mas-

Layered Stracture 

The formation was first reach- 
ed by explorers in 1957 and prov- 
ead to be a layered structure 
produced by eruptions from the 
earth’s interior, with striking 
similarities to the Bushveld com- 
Plex in South Africa, the Still- 
water Formation in Montana and 
the Sudbury region of Onterio. 

These areas have yielded im- 
portant deposits of platinum, 
nickel, copper and chromium. The 
Bushveld has also produced lead, 
zine, vanadium, iron, cobalt and 
some tin and gold. The Dufek 
Massif is now considered one of 
the largest such layered com- 
Plexes in the world and is the 
Chief focus of the cmrent U.5. 
geological effort in Antarctica. 
The party there is led by Arthur 
Ford of the Geological Survey. 

While no important uranium 
deposit has yet been found in 
Antarctica, the Japanese have 
found & small amount of uranium 
ore (euxenite? near Lutzow-Holm 
Bay. Radiation detectors are also 
being carried by helicopters from 
the U.S. base here to search near- 
by mountains for radioactive 
deposits. 

These developments are bring- 
ing about a profound change in 
the status of Antarctica. The pos- 
sibility that, as some had hoped, 
it might be preserved as forever 
pristine—a “world park”—becomes 
increasingly unlikely. Interna- 
tional agreement on management 
of its resources has at the same 
time become more urgent than 
ever before. 

Details Not Known 

Details of the Soviet-reported 
iron deposit im the Prince Charles 
Mountains are not yet available. 
However, Edward Grew of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles is working with the Rus- 
sians and, through him, more 
should eventually become known. 

Exploration of the Prince 
Charles Mountains was conducted 
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from ἃ temporary camp on the 
Amery Ice Shelf where the Lam- 
bert Glacier, the world's largest 
such feature, reaches the sea. To 
the east of there, scattered along 
200 or 300 miles of the Leopold 
and Astrid Coast, are boulders as 
much as six feet in diameter 
formed of iaspilite, a banded iron 
ore.

It's a bit too scon to turn up the heat, or 
to trade in your compact car for that 4(0- 
horsepower item with the power driven this- 
and-that, OPEC, the oii exporters’ cartel, 
does indeed seem to have split over pricing. 
That interesting development has led a few 
incautious souls to suggest that the cartel 
Js now breaking up, cancelling any need for 
uncomfortable thoughts about energy con- 
servation. But chemical analysis reveals 
those cheers forecasts to be 99.9 per cent 
wishful thinking. 

Regarding this alleged weakening of the 
cartel, there are several points to be kept 
firmly in mind. First, all the pricing deci- 
sions are stil) unilateral, The sellers an- 
nounce their prices, and that is that. 
Second, the dispute among the sellers was 
not whether to lower prices, or even whether 
to freeze them. but ony how much to raise 
them Third. the display of relative modera- 
tion on the part of the Saudis is explicitly 
tled to future concessions by the United 
States in current international policies. “We 
definitely are waiting for appreciation irom 
the West for what we did.’ Saudi Arabia's 
Shelkh Ahmed Zaki Yamant said in an in- 
terview with NBC. And this appreciation 
has to be shown in two forms, in the Middle 
East dispute and in the North-South dia- 
logue concerning economie concessions by 
the industrial nations to the others.

Swceter Sher: 
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Mexico’s Peasants 
Driven to Action 


By Land Hunger 


By John M. Goshke 


CAN, Mexico 'WPi— 
Dominating the main road 
into this provincial capital is a 
statue of a man on horseback— 
the hervic-sized stone chiseled 
into the fierce. moustached 
features and broad sombrero of a 
man who became one of the 
Sreat legends of Mexican his- 
tory 


Inscribed on the statue's base 
Bre the reasons why: “The 
agrarian reform has been accom- 
plished according to the dreams 
and ideals of Emilinno Zapata.” 

It is a simple reminder of how 
Modern Mexico rose out of the 
decade of bloodshed that began 
in 1910 when such leaders as 
Zepata and Pancho Villa led 
thousands of inipoverished peas- 
ants in ἃ revolution whose 
rallying cry was “Land for the 
landiess.” 

But today, only a few miles 
from where Zapata's stabue 
stands, the surrounding country- 
side of the state of Sinalda has 
been gripped br ἃ tension and 
turmoil that seem to mock the 
sentiments of the inscription. 

Sixty-six years after the revo- 
lution, Mexico bas been given 
an unsettling reminder that its 
agrarian reform—the most radical 
attempted in Latin America— 
stil has oot soived the prablem 
of the 4 mijlion peons who ear 
their living from the soil but who 
possess no land of their own. 

The fires of land hunger were 
rekindled a month ago when 
former President Luis Echeverria, 
in one of his last acts before 
leaving office, ordered the ex- 
Propriation on behalf of the 
peasants of 100.000 hectares of 
farmland in the State of Sonora, 
to the north of Sinaloa. 


Chain Reaction 


Mr. Echeverria’s controversial 
move touched off 2 chain reac- 
tion that since has seen thou- 
sands of other peasants and 
migrant workers seise vast tracts 
of privately owned jand in this 
fertile nortnwestern farm belt 


stretching through Sinaloa and 
Sonora to the U.S, border. The 
region is the most productive in 
Mexico and its principal business 
is the growing of winter vege-

tables for export to the United 
States, 

Squatting in primitive tar-paper 
tents thrown up amid the partly 
plowed fields. the invaders an- 
nuunced defiantly that they con- 
sidered the land theirs and would 
resist by force any efforts to 
move them off, 

Mexico’s new President, Jose 
Lopez Portillo, who took office 
Dee. 1. immediately faced cri- 
sis that could shatter the coun- 
try’s political stability and do 
irreparable harm ta the already 
ailing Mexican economy. 

At its root, however, the 
preblem that Mr. Lopez Portillo 
Mnust address is a human one— 
the polarization between Mexi- 
co’s haves and have-nots and the 
differing perceptions they bring to 
their own needs and to those 
of their country. 

This human drama can be 
seen 40 miles from Culiacan at 
ι pouliry farm run by Jorge 
Kando, 29, a chemical engineer 
who gave up a job with the state 
government to devote himself to 
the production of chickens and 
eggs. The farm consists of 130 
hectares and represents the 
jointly run holdings of Mr. Kan- 
do, his mother and his married 
sister, 


Atoed Farm 


“It's a good farny but it doesn’t 
exactly make me a feudal lord 
with lands stretching as far as 
the eye can see," he said, 

"We do well here. We make 
money. But we do it by working 
long, hard days—l4 hours or 
more—with your clothes reeking 
from the stench of the hen 
houses." 

At present, though, Mr. Kando‘s 
work day has been forcibly cur- 
tailed. Tle spends much time out- 
side the farm's brick hen houses 
staring morosely across ἃ narrow 
dirt road at the fields on the 
other side. 

The 36 hectares lying there are 
part of the Kando farm and nor- 
mally they are used to plant 
sorghum for chicken feed. For 
the last two weeks, however, they 
have been occupied by a group of 
squatters, whose makeshift camp 
sits under the Mexican flag about 
1,000 meters from Mr. Eando’s 
hen houses, 

The camp's occupants are all 
males, ranging in age from a 
wisened man of 64, who looks 
more like 80, to boys of 11. They 
have come from several parts of 
the surrounding countryside and 
they have left their wives and 
mothers at home to care for 
smaller children. 

During the day, they seed the 
fields with corn, pointing proudly 
to the tiny stalk tips that in a 
few places have started to push 
above the ground. At night, they 
huddle around a slow-burning 
log fire, eating the beans and 
tamales brought to them daliy 
by their women and feeding the 
scraps to a swarm of mongrel 
dogs. 

The men say that they have no 
leader—that all are equal. But 
whenever a problem arises, they 

seem to turn instinctively to a 


Pacific Ocean 


Neavy-set, gray-moustached man 
of 44 named Mauricio Arayano, 
He has worked as a farm hand 
jm the area all his life and has 
left a wife and four children on 
the big farm where he was em- 
ployed before joining the land 
take-over, 

“All our lives we have been 
told that we have a right to the 
land—that our fathers fought in 
the revolution to give us that 
right," he sajd. "But we never 
got the land—only promises and 
stories about how we should be 
patient. 

“Now we have no more pa- 
tience. We know that the law 
gives us the right to take this 
land, because it is more than 
the old owner is entitled to. 
Nothing can meke us leave. We're 
going to stay here and work 
this land for ourselves and our 
families." 

To travel throughout Sinaloa 
and Sonora is to see the same 
scene replayed almost word for 
word in dozens of other places. 
Always, there are the landowners 
and the squatters, eyeing each 
other warily across the fences 
of the disputed fields and arguing 
that right and justice are on 
their side. 

Underlying their dispute is the 
compiex agrarian-reform law that 
was born out of the revolution 
with the aim of freeing the peons 
forever from seridom on the 
estates of great landholders. 


Peasant Communes 


To accomplish this, the law 
established as the main element 
of Mexican agriculture the ejido 
~—a land-tenure system that 
brings groups of 20 to 30 farm- 
ing families together in a com- 
mune, Although the ejido's land 
is communally owned, each mem- 
ber theoretically has approximate- 
ly 14 to 16 hectares to farm as 
his own. 

The law also allows for private- 
ly owned farms but, in areas 
requiring irrigation, no individual 
can own more than 100 hectares. 
Tt is this limitation that precip- 
itated the current struggle over

‘The peasants end their sup- 
porters charge that many lan’- 
owners have circumvented i.e 
Jaw by putting together huge 
estates and disguising their own- 
ership under the names of rela- 
tives who do not work the land. 

There is no question that such 
abuses bave taken place. For 
example, the 100,000 hectares in 
Sonora. that Mr. Echeverria or- 
dered confiscated had been ow2- 
ed by only 74 families, 

However, what troubles many 
who are concerned with Mexico's 
agricultural future is how farms 
such as those run by Mr. Kando 
fit Into this equation, As he 
pointed out: 

“{t's natura! for brothers or 
cousins to pool their resources 
and farm their land jointly. You 
can get better yields, you have 
more capital for investment, you 
are more efficient and more pro- 
ductive in every respect, But, 
Precisely because you are success- 
ful, they point the finger at you 
and say you are breaking the 
law and must give up some cf 
your land. 

“It ts no solution to keep break- 
ing up the land into ever smaller 
parcels. That flies in the face 
of everything that makes sense. 
Tf we do that, we will destroy 
Mexican agricutture forever." 


Private Owners 


There is an enormous element 
of truth in what he says. Al- 
though the land distribution has 
Placed by far the greatest acreage 
in the hands of the ejidos, it is 
the privately owned farms that 
account for the major share of 
Mexico's agricultural production. 

Bere in Sinaloa, for example, 
Ti per cent of the farm land ts 
controlled by ejidos and 23 per 
cent by private owners. Yet the 
private farms preduce 66 per cent 
of the total value of crops grown 
in the state. 

The state's most lucrative agri- 
cultural business is growing win- 
ter vegetables and fruits, and last 
year Sinaloa exported $200 mil- 
lion worth to the United States. 
Every penny's worth came from 
private farms,

Menten, who has been arrested 
in Switzerland, is said to have 
attempted suicide while Swiss 
authorities consider whether to 
permit his extradition, 

The narrative Mr, Kanaan 
relates began in the 1910s with a 
group of rich Polish Jewish pro- 
vincials living in Lvov, Galicia. 
The trail of the narrative Jed in 
1944 to an Israeli welfare office, 
where a survivor from Lvov 
recognized the journalist, The 
rest of the story concerns the 
years during which Mr, Kanaan 
sought to bring Menten to jus- 
tice. 

According to Mr, Kanaan, 
Meuten and his wife, Elizabeth, 
came to νον in the early 1920s. 
The young Dutch couple fitted 
in easily with the merchant Jews, 
attending their balls, their hunts, 
their picnics and excursions, 
Evea then, Mr. Kanaan said, 
Menten had an eye for paintings, 
goblets, tapestries and the Like. 

Menten became in- 
volved in lumber dealings with 
Issac Pistiner, Mr. KEanaan's 
uncle and the head of the Jarge 
family.

Through it all, Mr, Kangan seid. 
Menten remained ΟἹ cordial 
terms with Mr, Kansar's father, 
David Krumholz. (Before settling 
in Palestine tn 1935, Mr. Kanaan 
had borne the name Lieber 
Eruntholz.1 


Saying Good-Bye 


“In 1935. when I parced from 
Lvov forever. Menten was one of 
the friends to whom I went to 
say good-bye,” My. Kanaan said. 
“When 1 arrived in Palestine, one 
οἱ my first greetine cards was to 
Menten.” 


The young journalist, forging a 
new life, maintained contact with 
his parents until Poland was 
divided in 1939, Lvov going to the 
Russians. In 1941, the Germans 
captured it, “Since that day 
there has not been a single word 
from my family," Mr. Kanaan 
said. 

One day in 1944, as he waited 
in a shabby Tel Aviv welfare 
office for an appointment and 
Stared at the faces of refugees, 
a gray-haired man, Jacob Loebel, 
stared at him and said, “Are you 
from Lvov?" 

“I said, ‘Yes,"” Mr, Kanaan re- 
lated as he recalled the scene. 
“He embraced me and wept 
ditverly. 


No One Is Alive 


“ saw everything,” he sald. I 
asked about my family and no 
one, he said, was alive—~all of 
them exterminated. ‘You know 
who killed them,’ he said. ‘Pieter 
Menten" This was something I 
couldn't bear, 

“T sat down and memories of 
childhood flooded me—Pleter 
Menten, the blond, tall man, and 
me going himting and fishing. 
He was for me the first foreigner 
of the civilized bright world—the 
West—in that godforsaken place.” 

Mr, Kanaan said that Mr. Loe- 
bel, who has sinee died. recount- 
ed that members of the Erum- 
holz-Pistiner families were shot 
on the orders of Menten, who, 
he said, wore a Nazi officer's 
uniform, Mr. Banaan said thet 
Menten was onsessed with find- 
ing the Pistiner with whom he 
ted the business falling-out. He 
hever did Tsaac Pistiner died 
Of typhoid while living under an 
assumed name, Br. Loebel, 
Mr, Kangan recalled, said he had 
been in hiding during a Naz 
pogrom in Lvov. When things 
muleted down, he had gone out 
on the stree, Mr. Loebel told 
Mr. Kanaan: “Suddenly there was 
a shouted: ‘Guien Tag, Herr 
Loebel.” It was Pieter Menten in 


8 German uniform. Menten ask~ 
ed, “Where is Pistiner? Where is 
Krumholz?’ Loebel said he didn't 
know.” 


Shot in the Neck 


Mr, Kanaan said: “A day or 
two later Mr. Menten came and 
took οὐδ my father and mother 
and brother end since then no 
one has seen them.” He added 
that Mr. Loebel told him that 
Menten caught up with two Pis- 
timer sons, Hirsch and Albert, 
and a son-in-law, Tadeusz Zucker, 
Mr. Loebel sald they were taken 
to ἃ Catholic cemetery and Men- 
ten shot each in the neck, Two 
of them died instantly. 

“It was dusk. Hirsch was se- 
verely wounded and crawled to 
a house and was treated and 
recovered,” Mr. Loebel told 
Mr. Kanaan. “He lived two years 
until the gas chamber. And he 
told people about what had hap- 
pened,” 

“Menten was conducting a sa- 
distic vendetta,” he said, after 
the war, Dutch authorities tried 
Menten on two αἱ = 
crating with the Germans in 
Poland and stealing the art col~ 
lection and furniture of a Lvov 
professor. He received an eight- 
month sentence, which he hag 
served during his pretrial im- 
prisonment, 


Article Is Mailed 


The record of Menten’s trial 
and clippings about it vanished 
into archives, Then, last June. 
an article appeared in the Dutch 
press on Menten. It extolled his 
humanitarianism, his love of art, 
bis taste for the good life, The 
rare interview was later sald to 
have been given to get publicity 
for an impending auction of some 
of Menten's art objects. 

Henrietta Boas, a cotrespon- 
dent for Ha'aretz in the Nether- 
lands, mailed the clipping to 
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almost exclusively in subsistence 
farming and some minor produc- 
tion of grains and cotton. 

These figures are well known 
to Mr. Lopez Portillo, a former 
finance minister, and to his new 
agriculture minister, Jorge Rojo 
Luko, Faced with an adverse 
balance of payments that has 
placed severe strains on the peso, 
they would {πὸ nothing better 
than to meke Mexico more self- 
sufficient in farming.

Tt has talked of msking 
all farming more efficient, it has 
reaffirmed that it will not toler- 
ate big estates and it has said 
that it will protect legitimate 
private owners from invasions. 

In the main, however, it has 
asked for time, patience and un- 
derstanding. Recently the prin- 
cipal peasant organization here 
in Sinaloa announced that, as a 
gesture of faith in Mr. Lopez 
Portillo, is would ask its mem- 
bers to abandon their seized 
property and wait for the courts 
and government to sort out the 
tangled questions of ownership. 

It wes not immediately clear 
whether the squatters would fol- 
low the advice of their leaders, 
‘The general impression, however, 
was that most of them would, 
and that there will be a gradual 
exodus of squatters from the oc- 
cupled lands. 

But the basic problem wiil re- 
main, Unless the government 
quickly finds some way of trans- 
lating its vague promises into ef- 
fective action, it will not be long 
before the Jorge Kandos and 
Mauricio Arayanos of the Mexi- 
can countryside again find them- 
selves facing each other across 
the disputed earth.

New York Stock Market 


NEW YORE, Dec. 19 (NYT).—Stock prices posted a moderate 
advance last week as investors were buoyed by hopes that the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries would increase oil 
Prices only moderately. 

Reflecting the market's moderate strength, the Dow Jones 
industrial average closed up 5.91 points at 979.06. Few issues made 
sbarp moves last week, with most price changes limited to less than 
a point. During most of the week, the market responded favorably 
to reports that the OPEC meeting in Qatar, last week would raise oll 
Prices no more than about 10 per cent, a level that Wall Street felt 
would be tolerabie. 

Late Thursday, OPEC's 13 member states agreed to a two-tlered 
increase for six months for crude oil. Two countries, Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates, said they would increase thelr petro- 
Jeum prices only 5 per cent, while the 11 other countries in OPEC 
will boost prices 10 per cent. 

Initial reaction to the price increase on Wall Street seemed 
mostly favorable.

Bowl at Pasadena, Calif. on 
Jan, 9, “We'll be there,” said 
Alan Page, the mighty Minnesota 
defensive tackle,

tory first for Minnesota. The 
Vikings have one more game here 
ft Metropolitan Stadium this sea- 
son, end that will come a week 
irom today with the National 
Conference championship at 
stake. The opponent will be 
either the Dallas Cowboys or the 
Los Angeles Rams, the contes- 
tants today in the fourth and 
last playoff game of this week- 
end. 

Which would be the preferred 
opponent? "We don't care,” said 
Page. “I'll say it again, we'll be 
there.” 

Apart from victory, the Vikings 
ran up impressive statistics 
yesterday. The most significant 
one was 35 points. That figure 
equaled the most points anybody 
has ever scored on a team coach- 
ed by the defensive-minded 
Washington coach, George Allen, 
in his many years in the NFL 
as a boss man, 

History will little note that an- 
other Minnesota team, the 1966 
Vikings. with Tarkenton the 
quarterback, beat the Allen- 
coached Los Angeles Rams, 35-7. 

Was there any satisfaction in 
defeating the coach who manages 
to antagonize so many foes? 
“Beck, no,” said Tarkenton. “If 
you have to depend on things 
like that you are lacking real 
football players.” 

Tarkenton had something more 
to say. “When it comes to these 
Playoff games you don't know 
what's going to happen, what. the 
scores wil) be, who will win.” 

Grant was even more gencrous. 
He said of the Redskins, “To- 
day's game was a good demon- 
stration of what emotion meant, 
Washington ran out of it a little 
bit, They had to be so emotion- 
ally supercharged every week 
they couldn't sustain thelr emo- 
tion. We were at an emotional 
peak.” 

Foreman and McClanahan each 
carried the ball 20 times. Fore 
man gained 105 yards and Mc- 
Clanahan 101, the first 100-yard 
game for the overlooked Viking 
fullback now in his fourth pro 
season. Tarkenton completed 12 
of 21 pass attempts for 170 yards 
and as for Page and those other

After the 
léyard touchdown pass to Voigt 
only 99 seconds into the contest, 
Sammy White's sprawling catch 
of 9 Tarkenton pass in the fimal 
minute of the opening period 
boosted the Vikings to a 14-3 
lend. Foreman barged tn from 
two yards out midway through 
the second quarter.

Why this - 
anomaly  be- 
tween the hymn 
to fidelity and καὶ 
treacherous real- 
ity? (2) All is 
clear, all is bright 
onee we recognize that we are 
singing x line transiated from 
German.
